Tbe development of eleotrioal power 
by tbe falls of tbe Kern river, twelve 
miles distant from Bakersfield,is being 
discussed. Tbe Power Development 
Company bas gone to a point twelve 
I miles distant from Bakersfield, where 

the river 

along the bluffs to a point where tbe 
river suddenly drops, so as to give a 
fall of 300 feet over tbe blnffs. To 
oarry this enteiprise to completion tbe 
company has nsed 8500 feot of flume 
and 600 feet of pipe line, the pipe be¬ 
ing 66 inches in diameter.

To complete this work 
tbe quadruple circuits will re¬ 
quire eighty miles in copper wire, 
which weigba 60,000 pounds. Tbe 
paid-np oapital of tbe oompany is $500, - 
000. It will require $300,000 of this 
amount to oomplete the road.

BANISHED FOB LIFE. 

THE OUTCAST OF CHURCH ISLAND IN 
GREAT SALT LAKE. 

He Has For Years Lived the Life of a Wild 

Men end Haivl* m«s s Human Being 

Branded For Bobbing tbe Dead by Order 

of Governor Brigham Yonng. l 

In tbe center of the Great Salt lake 
in Utah is a large body of land known 
as Church island. This lagd consists of 
mountains an$ valleys, with trees and 
y§getail6n, aij£ has ‘always been used

ag<) the water on tbe east side or the j? 
ifnd was shallow and catile could be 
driven across easily, bnt now the water 
is deep and everything must be convey¬ 
ed to and from the land in boats. A dis¬ 
tance of about five miles covered with 
salt water must be gone over by canoes 
to get to or from the island. On this 
famous spot,xamid millions of pelicans, 
sea gulls and other fowls, wanders a 
lonely old man, without clothing and 
devoid of language or any of the in¬ 
stincts of hnmanity. He was banished 
years ago by the Mormon church on the 
charge of robbing tbe dead. 

Jean Baptiste was a Frenchman who 
came to Salt Lake City a yonng man 
nearly 40 years ago. He grew up among 
tbe saints, and, after marrying, was 
made sexton of the small cemetery. His 
dnties were light and his remuneration 
correspondingly small He resided in a 
little cabin on the mountain side over¬ 
looking the city, and spent his time, 
when not employed in the cemetery, in 
collecting junk and trading aud traffick¬ 
ing with a few Jewish secondhand 
clothes dealers who had the hardihood 
to engage in business among the Mor¬ 
mons. A regiment of United States 
troops was then camped near the city, 
and the gentiles engaged in business 
were assured protection. 

The little Frenchman was an avari¬ 
cious man and was noticeable because 
of his picking np every cast away arti¬ 
cle and carrying it to his home. Old 
dry goods boxes, barrels, tin cans and 
other packing' articles cast away by tho 
soldiers were especially well cared for 
by Jean Baptiste, the sexton. He dress¬ 
ed as a scavenger and resembled tho 
modern saloon loafer, who is always 
searching the slums for barrels aud box¬ 
es of garbage aud cast off garments. 
The actions of the sexton created some 
comment, and not a little curiosity was 
aroused among people who had occasiou 
to visit his residence on the mountain 
side, over the city. 

One day Jean appeared on the streets 
dressed in an elegant suit of broadcloth. 
A few days before a wealthy stranger 
had died and was buried in the ceme¬ 
tery. The snit in which the body was 
dressed resembled that worn by the sex¬ 
ton. An examination was ordered, and 
the corpse was found to bave been rob¬ 
bed of its clothing. A committee wait¬ 
ed upon the sexton and made a most 
startling discovery. The graveclothes 
of over 200 persons Were found In the 
baskets and boxes stowed away in his 
ghonlish cabin. Excitement run high in 
Halt Lake City. The boxes of clothing 
were emptied and the contents taken to 
the city hall, where many a fond moth¬ 
er identified the burial robes of her 
child. Elegant silk dresses, at that time 
a luxury even to the rich, were fonud in 
the various bundles. The man was ar¬ 
rested and cast into jail, pursued by a 
mob who sought his life. 

Brigham Young, then governor and 
general dictator in Utah, ordered the 
man to be branded with a hot iron aud 
banished to Church island. During the 
quiet hour of midnight Jean Baptiste 
was taken from the jail, aud bis whole 
forehead was seared with the following 
inscription : “Branded For Robbing the 
Dead. ’ ’ Two men escorted the quiver¬ 
ing, naked form from the city of venge¬ 
ance. A canoe was entered near the 
city, and the doomed prisoner was taken 
in chains to the island which in future 
was to be his home. Without clothing 
or food he was landed upon the shore, 
the boat returned to the mainland, and 
the ghoul remained a hopeless exile. He 
could not leave the island, because iu- 
staut death would follow should he be 
seen by any of the inhabitants of the 
Mormon laud of Zion. He was forced 
to seek food aud shelter amid wild ani¬ 
mals, the birds and reptiles. 

The island was soon known as the 
land of banishment. People shunned its 
shores as they would a haunted house. 
Many persons were lost upon the lake 
while rowing in canoes against heavy . 
winds. The general supposition of all 
was that those unfortunates drifted to 
the island aud were devoured by the 
wild man. Even the fearless cowboy 
lias ever refused to intrude upon tho 
home land of the exile. Wild horses 
roam over its acres of broken canyons, 
rugged cliffs and grassy meadows. The 
sea gulls and other birds find a borne un¬ 
disturbed on the deserted shores. All 
the natives, including Indians, warn 
newcomers of the fate of scores of 
pleasure seekers who have been drifted 
upon the shores of the fated island. The 
crags, bluffs, dark caverns aud lonely 
canyons warn every boatman nearing 
the shore to keep away from the hidden 
dangers. 

Iu a dark cave about half a mile 
from the shore lives the wild man. His 
home is strewn with the wrecks of 
boats, bones of victims and other can¬ 
nibalistic indications. Away back in 
the deep darkness of the cavern is his 
sleeping place, made of clothing strip¬ 
ped from unfortunate victims ship¬ 
wrecked on the fatal shore. A collection 
of leaves, grasses and branches from the 
trees of the island forms the foundation 
for the bed, iu which this human mon¬ 
ster spends most of his time. Several 
hunters and explorers have recently 
viewed the man. He is described as old, 
stooping, destitute of clothing, incapa¬ 
ble of speech and covered with long 
hair. Upon the appearance of man he 
utters a wild, weird shriek aud rushes 
to the cavern, from which he cannot be 
induced or forced to return.

cific. These hills nre interspersed 
with lovely little valleys, park-like 
flats, groves of beautiful trees, and 
miniature lakes of crystal water, fed 
by living springs. The first thought 
after seeing these hills and valleys 
with their wonderfnl combination of 
climatic conditions and resonrees is 
that nature destined this land fur the 
particular purpose to which its owner, 
Mr. R. G. Sneath, put it, when in 1875 
he first established a dairy ranch here 
under the name of the “Jersey Farm.” 
Here weie grain and grass lands iu 
proper proportion. Here were high 
verdant hills where cattle love to roam 
and breathe the pure.fresh air from the 
salty sea, while they feed upon tho 
succulent grasses. Here were innum¬ 
erable living springs of fresh water, 
supplemented by the fogs which roll 
inland from the briny waters of the 
ocean, to furnish life-giving moisture 
to field, pasture and grove. Here in 
these swales between hills were nature’s 
sites for reservoirs, in whioh to store 
the waters of winter’s floods for sum¬ 
mer’s use. Here were more than three 
thousand acres, in one compact sym- 
metiical body, without one rood of 
stagnant bog or malignant marsh. 

Mr. R. G. Sneath doubtless saw all 
this, and may be more; his discerning 
judgment approving, he determined to 
create here tho model dairy ranch of 
the state. How well and how com¬ 
pletely he has succeeded the public 
knows in a general way, but to 
thoroughly understand and rightly ap¬ 
preciate the full measure of success 
attained, one mnst sie this admirably 
situated, well improved and perfectly 
managed property.

'LEANING TOWER!tN RUINS. 

ForOfle Day This 223-Foot Steel Shaft 
Resembled PisS’s Pride. 

The last vestige of Gk great midwin¬ 
ter fair at San Francisco was removed 
recently when the tall tower on which 
the great searchlight svas placed was 
pulled down after several days of hanl 
labor. Dynamite wae tried on the 
foundations at first without success. 
Enormous cables wound on windlasses 
were attached to the framework and 
pulled, while twelve Wasts were fired 
in the four ten-foot cubes of cement 
that formed the foundation stones. 
With, all that energy the tower only 
leaned a little to one side, and for 
thirty-six hours San Francisco had a 
leaning tower of Pisa. The number of 
blasts was doubled, more cables were 
attached, and at last in one long, grand 
pull, aided by twenty-four thundering 
explosions, the 225 foot .shaft of steel 
toppled slowly over, bent and twisted 
Into fantastic shapes. The iron was 
then broken np for junk. 

■ The electric tower was a white ele¬ 
phant to .the men who invested money 
in it. It did not come anywhere near 
paying for its construction. The com¬ 
pany became Involved in financial diffi¬ 
culties, it is said, and when the mana¬ 
gers learned that it would cost more 
to take the thing down than it would 
bring chopped into pieces they decided

FIREDAMP TELEPHONES. 

No Danger of Uxploaions In Minea 

Hereafter Without Warning. 

For Inventors the ever present dan¬ 
ger to miners from firedamp has al¬ 
ways been a problem. Sir Humphrey 
Davy, with his non-explosive lamp, 
decreased the chances of danger con¬ 
siderably, but the frequent fatal ac¬ 
cidents reported show that the risk 
la still alarming. 

At last, however, a French scientist, 
M. Hardy by name, has patented an 
Invention which entirely obviates the 
dnnger, and has thereby earned the 
gratitude of the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of workers underground in 
America and Europe. 

Some years ago M. Hardy made a 
discovery, which he communicated to 
the French Academy, which reported 
favorably upon it, and suggested Its 
use for the purposes of mining. Act¬ 
ing upon this suggestion the inventor 
has been working upon the idea ever 
since, and has now perfected a sys¬ 
tem by which any outbreak of fire¬ 
damp becomes Immediately known all 
over the mine that is threatened. 

The system is a simple one. , M. 
Hardy found that different gases could 
be made, when connected with a tele¬ 
phonic arrangement, to produce differ¬ 
ent sounds. The system he has invent¬ 
ed connects all the shafts of a mine 
with a central point, at which an oper¬ 
ator is stationed. Any outbreak of the 
fatal gas is immediately discovered by 
him, however minute its quantity, 
and he nt once notifies the miners of 
their danger. They are able, there¬ 
fore, to escape long before the gas 
could accumulate in any quantity suffi¬ 
cient to be dangerous. 

The invention is already In success¬ 
ful operation in a few of the French 
mines, and will doubtless come into 

general use all over the world.

In the collecting of perfumes two proc¬ 
esses are employed. In one, the grease 
process, boxes with glass bottoms are 
prepared, the bottom being covered with 
pure grease or suet, and the flowers, 
gathered fresh every day during the sea¬ 
son, are laid on trays in the box, the 
grease being left to absorb the fra¬ 
grance. In the oil process the place of 
grease is taken by cotton batting satu¬ 
rated with oil, the process being sub 
stantially the same. Iu both cases the 
vehicle becomes impregnated with the 
essential oil and odor of flowers.

Cleveland to Inaugurate a System of Gas- 
solene Vehicles With Cheap Fare.

The 
fare will be cents to all sections of 
the city.
